According to one account, the force behind 
the 
K. S. observance was a Miss Anna M. 
Jarvis. 
When her 
mother died 
in 
1905 at 
Grafton, W. Va., Miss Jarvis had a minister 
devote a sermon to motherhood. She distributed 
carnations, her mother’s favorite flower, to 
those in attendance. Soon the movement spread, 
and it still is gaining popularity -- especially 
with merchants. 
Pope Paul VI took special note of Mother’s 
Day last year, in his noonday blessing to crowds 
in St. Peter’s Square. “ I dedicate my prayers 
today,” 
the 
Pope 
said, “ for all mothers, 
especially those who suffer, and for all chil­ 
dren, especially those who are unhappy.” This 
sentiment was a timely and welcome counter­ 
balance to the over-commercialization of Moth­ 
e r ’s Day.

THE LUSITANIA STORY 
Fifty years ago --on May 7, 1915 — the Cunard 
liner Lusitania was torpedoed off the southern 
coast of Ireland. 
“ CONDEMNATION OF THE ACT,” asserted 
the Literary Digest, “ seem s only to be limited 
by the restrictions of the English language.” The 
act in question w as the torpedoing of the British 
liner Lusitania by the German submarine K-20, 
and the restrictions were few indeed. 
From 
Louisville 
the 
great 
voice of Marse Henry 
Watterson roared: 
This holy Sabbath every pulpit in America 
* shoulder*! a prayer to God in protest; . , . and 
I mo r<PtlWnv J'H L-'tn'e1 Christian President of 
the United States, a cool and brave man, sprung 
from a line of heroes and saints — ceasing 
longer to protest, should act, leaving no doubt 
. . . that he is . . . leader of men and nations, 
and that he holds aloft the Sw ord of the Lord and 
Gideon! 
GERMANY 
in February 
1915 had announced 
establishment of a “war zone” around the British 
Isles within which German submarines would 
sink all enemy ships without the warning cus­ 
tomary even for such vessels. By cruel coin­ 
cidence, Count Johann von Bernstoff, German 
ambassador to the United States, had published 
on May I — but dated April 22 — a communique 
to warn American travelers against the German 
war zone. May I was the very date on which the 
Lusitania left New York harbor. 
On 
retrospect, 
it 
was an appallingly light­ 
hearted voyage. The British master made little 
or no preparation for emergency. The ship was 
actually navigated more or less by routine. 
Captain Turner later confessed that he had 
thought the only need to zigzag in course arose 
after a submarine had been sighted. 
For the Germans the encounter was almost 
sheer luck. The U-20, with only two torpedoes 
left, was wallowing back to her home port of 
Wilhelmshaven. Captain Turner in the detailed 
account given by Walter Millis managed to run 
right on top of the German sub. 
One torpedo did the trick, but both the Germans 
and survivors reported a second detonation. The 
liner was known to be carrying 4,200 cases of 
rifle ammunition in her hold, plus other sup­ 
plies for the Allied armies, but these could 
not have been touched off all at once. 
The Lusitania sank in 18 minutes. Of her 1,959 
passengers and crew, 1,195 were lost. Of 159 
Americans, 128 were lost; of 129 children, 94 
were lost. 
A heartrending photograph later was widely 
published in the United States; it showed Mrs. 
Paul Crompton of Philadelphia and her six 
children, all of whom were lost. The casualty 
list 
included 
Elbert 
Hubbard and his wife, 
Charles Frohman, the theatre manager, and 
the young sportsman, Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt. 
The commander of the U-20 noted: “ I could not 
have tired a second torjiedo into this thing of 
humanity attempting to save them selves.” 
THE REACTION OF Marse Henry Watterson 
was only slightly more excited than that of other 
editors. Frank P. Chambers has written: “ The 
reader who is curious to recapture a little of the 
sensations of that early May in 1915 must refer 
to the contemporary newspapers and cartoons 
for him self. It is beyond me to do it for him.” 
Secretary of State William Jennings Bryan 
was so perturbed over the sharpness of Presi­ 
dent Wilson’s protest to Germany that he re­ 
signed. For all practical purposes the Ameri­ 
can 
semblance 
of 
neutrality was virtually 
terminated. After 50 years the mystery of the 
second detonation -- was the Lusitania carrying

On this sco re hundreds of neyvspapers a c ro ss 
the country have spoken out editorially. The Neyy 
York Daily News said: “ If the President does 
swing his yveight with C ongress for repeal of 
14(b), he will be acting as a servant of labor 
leaders, not of all the people.” The Columbus, 
Ohio Dispatch said, “ Human bondage has no 
place in the United S tates,” and The Wheeling, 
West Virginia Intelligencer said, “ No amount 
of rationalization can get around the fact that

is 
the denial of

fundamental individual right!” 
But of course this question of freedom - - o f the

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
AP—In a strange war one of 
the strangest places out this 
way is the wild and woolly press 
center. 
It is something like a 1925 
auto court, the Long Branch 
Saloon in Dodge City, Kan., and 
a Mexican gambling den. 
Officially It is named the Da 
Nang P ress Center. But it is 
also known as Riviera on the 
Da Nang, the Flea Bag, and 
Pest Paradise. 
It consists of a series of yel- 
l'c.v-painted tin roof rooms l>or- 
dering a dusty court in the cen­ 
ter of which stands a water tow­ 
er. 
The entrance is through a big 
iron gate. At the other end Is 
a comfortable bamboo-topped 
patio which stretches to 
a 
barbed wire - protected ledge 
overlooking the Du Nang River. 
From here the weary gentlemen 
of the press can sally forth, 
yawning iiefore dawn, to cover 
a morning patrol in the hills 
with the U. S. Marines, or fly 
a helicopter mission. 
At evening, dusty, bone-weary 
and, perhaps, shaken by their 
experiences they 
return 
to 
shower and write their d is­ 
patches. 
The French owner of the mo­ 
tel, a form er marine engineer 
who left ship here around 1949 
for reasons of his own, has six 
slot machines and an antiquated 
pinball machine. 
Tile slot machines are fixed to 
yield the house a profit percent­ 
age that would shame a Chicago 
gangster. 


The bar has five hostesses of 
the same vintage as the pinball 
machine. 
They are 
called, 
Marie, 
Low 
Tacky, 
High 
Tacky, Whacky and Old Faith­ 
ful. 
The press center is presided 
over by Lt. Col. W. C. Mahr 
of Santa Ana, Calif., a pipe- 
smoking form er company com ­ 
mander in the Korean campaign. 
But the real major domo is 
Staff Sgt. Harold F. Colby, 30, 
of Easthampton, Mass., a man 
with a new mission in life. He 
and his wife hope to run a hotel 
of their own some day when he 
retires. 
Colby plans to get his experi­ 
ence now by converting the 
press inn here into a kind of 
horizontal Miami Beach resort 
hotel. He wants to get rid of the 
faded bar tulles and to ban the 
four cats, two mangy old dogs, 
and grave hop toads that play 
games in the courtyard. 
He has installed a badminton 
court and acquired a motorboat 
for river cruising and water 
skiing. He also is having snappy 
new uniforms sewn for the wait­ 
resses so that Colby’s Ritz will 
have an air of spit and polish. 
The correspondents are fond 
of the hard-working sergeant 
but they point out one grave 
defect in the press center here. 
It is perhaps the only one in the 
world that doesn't have a tele­ 
phone and a newsman without a 
telephone

W ashington-Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON — It was at 
11:01 P.M., May 7, twenty years 
ago today, that the giant Ger­ 
man war machine ground to a 
complete stop with the formal 
cessation of hostilities. The war 
in Europe had come to an end. 
At 
the 
very 
moment 
the 
cease-fire was being signed, 
Allied statesmen, meeting in 
San Francisco, were drawing up 
another document, calculated to 
preserve the future peace of the 
world. 
During most of the twenty 
years that have passed, the 
United Nations has done an 
amazingly good job. Adlai Stev­ 
enson once totalled up 22 cases 
where the UN had stepped in to 
negotiate cease-fires; and some 
diplomats contend that had the 
UN 
been in existence at the 
time of the Sarajevo assassina­ 
tion iii 1914 there would have 
been no World War I. Austro- 
Hungary and Czarist Russia 
would have been persuaded to 
sit down at die conference table 
instead of mobilizing their a r ­ 
mies. 
Wars, or the preparation for 
w ars, seem to come iii twenty- 
year cycles. And this week, 
twenty years after the end of 
World War II, many diplomats 
believe 
the United States is 
nearer to the brink of major 
hostilities iii the F ar East than 
at any time since 1945. 
How then do we guard against 
further drift into world war? 
In general by doing two things: 
1. Building up the machinery 
of peace by using it ourselves 
and by encouraging others to 
use it. 
2. 
Building 
goodwill a ii d 
friends so that a potential ene­ 
my will know that, if attacked, 
we will not stand alone. 
—WE IGNORED UN — 
How have we done this? Tile 
answer is that we haven’t. We 
have alienated friends

allies from Europe to Asia,and 
the United Nations has become 
so deadlocked over a financial 
argument that it has never been 
so paralyzed. 
This is a condition Inherited 
by President Johnson, arid when

United Nations in our war over 
Viet Nam. The UN charter pro­ 
vides that when a nation be­ 
comes the aggressor, the mat­ 
ter is to be submitted to the 
United Nations. Instead we have 
declared North Viet Nam an ag­ 
gressor on our own, and have 
undertaken to bomb it almost 
daily in retaliation. 
True, 
Russia 
would have

Form er President 
Romulo Betancourt of Vene­ 
zuela fought off Castro sub­ 
version 
for 
years, 
had 
to 
squelch street rioting and con­ 
stant bombing. He is vigorous 
against Communism and Cas­ 
tro, was in Washington person­ 
ally at the time Johnson moved 
into Hie Dominican 
Republic 
and would gladly have lent his 
powerful prestige to the idea 
of a 
Pan American military 
force to establish order in the 
Dominican Republic. 
Most other Latin leaders feel 
the same. All except Mexico 
liavt.* signed the drastic eco­ 
nomic boycott of Castro. 
—RELUCTANT OAS— 
But after Johnson had sent 
troops into Santo Domingo with­ 
out consulting the OAS, Latin 
presidents were 
reluctant to 
cooperate in ii Pan American 
arm y to tail him out. He had

pledge of the United States not 
to intervene without prior con­ 
sultation, and political reaction 
at home was sour.

And eight days later, in a lit­ 
tle - remend*, red land grail, tie 
annexed

conquests. Tile next victim wa . 
to tx* Poland and this step 
launched tho grim six-year war 
that ended Just 20 years ago in 
the collapse of HUF;rite Germa­ 
ny. 
Hut Hitler, rising with heavy 
speed to the peak of his power, 
foresaw no disaster for the ex­ 
panding thousand-year Reich. 
He could allow himself to mock 
the British, French and Ameri­ 
cans and ttie appeals for caution

S P A N I S H S P E A K I N G children are a p a r t of t h e group of four families, traveling north 
to the truck garden spot 
in Frankfort, Ind., while their parents and older brothers and sisters 
work in the truck p a t c h e s . Then had just finished eating lunch and ready to resume their travels. 
The trip from Sun Ant min, Tex., was expected to be completed in two days and two nights. 


There are thousands of people 
around us and over the country 
that have never heard of a long 
established project that has a 
focal point established near the 
city of Sikeston. 
It Is the Labor Rest Camp, 
located five miles east of Sikes­ 
ton on the old highway No. 60. 
It was the first such 
camp 
established in the United States, 
and to date there are but two, 


the second camp being located 
near Hope, Ark. 
Tile camp near Sikeston was 
established in 1951, and over 
this spun of years more than 
200,000 migrant workers have 
stopped over in either or both 
camps, ranging from a few 
hours, to an overnight stay. 
In cases of illness some were 
required to remain longer. 
The Missouri camp is spon­ 
sored by the Missouri Division 
of Employment, 
with 
Paul 
Virgil, who is with the Hureau 
of Employment Security in Kan­ 
sas City, as placement rep­ 
resentative. The camp hasbeen 
operated 1>\ Mr. nu! Mrs. David 
Hughes for the ivist five years. 
Prior to this the camp was 
in charge of Herman Ray, Mat­ 
thews. 
As many as 18,000 
migrant 
workers have stopped here in 
a single year, but in the past 
few years, no Mexican Nationals 
are {permitted to enter Into work 
contracts, the nu inlier has been 
lowered some. More than 95 per 
cent of the crop workers are 
from the state of Texas. 
In the past few years the United 
Church Women of Sikeston have 
become interested in the proj­ 
ect and now have a l>oard and 
committee composed of 
in­ 
dividuals who can give assist­ 
ance to these working travelers. 
Chairman of this board is Mrs. 
Jack Mitchell, and ably assisted 
by Mrs. 
David 
Croom, a 
m em ler, On this committee are 
Fr. Anthony 
Stade, 
Arlen 
Foster, Mrs. 
Helen Reuber, 
the Rev. W illard Spencer, the 
Rev. Jim Smith and Mrs. Alex 
Waters, Jr. The purpose of this 
group is to show these traveling 
workers that they are ready to 
serve their needs when needed. 
The future activities of this 
organization will provide them 
with adult 
counsel, through 
members who can speak their 
language, others in child and 
family care, as well as needed 
medical attention 
when 
nec­ 
essary. In the near future they 
hope to add a member who will 
be a vista worker, who could 
be present at this camp. 
Camp facilities include every­ 


thing necessary for a rest stop­ 
over. It is provisioned with a 
number of shelter houses from 
the weather, shower facilities, 
picnic tables, with no charge 
for the use of any of tile facil­ 
ities. All migrant workers must 
provide for is their own food 
and bedding. 
For example, on Monday more 
than 
IOO persons dropped in 
at the camp for a few hours 
rest. Tuesday morning some 50 
stopped over to oat lunch .md 
for a rest, while the same 
evening well over IOO dropped 
over far the night. All of these 
workers were from the southern 
part of Texas. 
Most migrant workers travel 
to the northern states during 
spring and early summer and 
settle for as long as an entire 
season, taking care 
of vege­ 
table, fruit and field crops. 
hi Hie group of around forty 
workers and their families, ail 
from San Antonio, Texas, were 
on their way to Frankfort, Ind., 
to set out a tomato crop for 
the Delmonte Company. They 
will take care of the plants 
through the growing season, and 
remain for the harvest hi late 
September, but 
will return 
before the 
canning 
season 
opens. 
This group has a crew leader, 
Raymond Rodriguez, who has 
taken workers through this area 
since the camp opened. The 
crew leader has charge of tile 
group and makes all arrange­ 
ments with crop owners, and 
all arrangem ents to house the 
families of these workeis, since 
many of them cannot speak 
English. Rodriguez is a truck 
driver during the fall and winter 
season out of the city of San 
Antonio. 
These migrant workers take 
advantage of the working oppor­ 
tunities because the pay scale 
is larger than they can obtain 
in their own localities, where 
such work has been completed. 
They are skilled in such sea­ 
sonal crops, and give die owners 
satisfaction. 
This group of 40 or more, in 
eluding as many as 20 chil­ 
dren in the group, arrived at 
the camp at 10:30 a.m. Tues­ 
day, and were ready to leave 
for the last half of their HOO 
to 1200 mile journey by noon. 
Tile camp site affords a nice 
green lawn for the children 


to romp, picnic tables for their 
lunch, and for many of the 
children is a picnic away from 
home. The children are well 
behaved and enjoy tile associa­ 
tions of other members 
of 
their party. 
The two large trucks carried 
enough bedding for all, and It 
is common to see dozens lying 
on the grass to catch a few 
hours sleep. 
Seldom is there any sickness 
in the group, nor is there child 
diseases spread 
among the 
group, as the mothers take 
charge of them to give them 
every 
advantage of 
family 
traveling. 
The Lal>or Rest Camp, east 
of Sikeston, is always kept clean 
by Mr. and Mrs. Hughes, and 
when a single migrant leaves 
after a short 
stay, it is an 
assured fact that they will stop 
by on their return. 
The cleanliness of the camp 
is spread almost nationwide, 
and how many will drop Ll this 
year, not even the manager 
knows, but from present day 
events, it will lie here for a 
long time to come. To these 
travelers, it is much more than 
a roadside park, it is home 
away from home, and always 
open to them —unless of course 
as many as 500 or more would 
descend on tile camp at a single 
time, but even then, they know 
that the welcome mat is always 
out.

Return to the "good old days,’'

were believed poisonous.

Split peas do not need to soak 
nor cook as long as whole peas

recommend baking split peas, 
as they break up easily during 
cooking by other methods. 
Boil tin* peas for two minutes, 
allowing 1-1/2 cups water for 
each cup peas. 
Let soak for 
half an hour, then bake at 350F 
for 2f> minutes. Add hot water 
during baking lf needed. 
Add graft'd cheese to these 
cooked 
peas and you w ill have 
Spilt Peas an Gratin, a protein- 
rich casserole delight. 
Remend»or 
though, 
like the 
bird iii a hand that’s worth two 
iii the bush, dried split peas 
are more valuable to consumers 
at 
home 
than 
on 
grocers’ 
shelves.

Threat T oBootheel Farms 


The farm er in the lootheel 
area has started out as what 
seem ed to tie an excellent year 
with m ost grain and plant crops. 
It has had Its backsets since 
early A pril, due to the early 
cool w eather, but the warm 
May w eather brought renewed 
life to all farm crops. 
There still Is some doubt as 
to the size and quality of much 
of the 
grain crops, such as 
wheat and barley, as well as 
corn and cotton. 
A breakdown of present crop 
conditions of this May date 
reveals the following: 
In the Bell City area there 
Is a present serious m oisture 
problem , where the seed was 
planted, but much of it is not 
up. Where there Is gumbo, m ore 
m oisture Is now needed, since 
the upper layer of the ground 


m ust l»e re-w orked for good 
planting, as the upper layer of 
ground does not have the sam e 
m oisture as the lower level. 
The hill land, too, is now dried 
up, and needs a good spring 
show er to bring up the cotton 
and corn that was planted early.

THE FEAST OF MOM 
“God could not be everywhere and therefore 
he made mothers.” — Jewish proverb. 
Formal 
mother - worship ceremonies to 
Cybele, or Hhea, “the Great Mother of the 
Gods,” were performed on the Ides of March 
throughout Asia Minor in the days of Ancient 
Greece. With the coming of Christianity these 
developed into worship of “ Mother Church.” 
Celebration occurred on mid-Lent Sunday when 
children returned home with flowers and cakes 
for parents, especially the mother. 
Mothering Sunday, as the medieval feast was 
known, still is celebrated in Great Britain on 
the fourth Sunday of Lent. In the United States, 
Mother’s Day is observed on the second Sunday 
in May — which falls this year on May 9. It was 
officially established in 1914 when President 
Woodrow 
Wilson signed a joint congressional 
resolution setting the time as 
a memorial to 
mothers everywhere. 
According to one account, the force behind 
the U. S. observance was a Miss Anna M. 
Jarvis. WTien her mother died in 
1905 at 
Grafton, W. Ya., Miss Jarvis had a minister 
devote a sermon to motherhood. She distributed 
carnations, her mother’s favorite flower, to 
those in attendance. Soon the movement spread, 
and it still is gaining popularity — especially 
with merchants. 
Pope Paul VI took special note of Mother’s 
Day last year, in his noonday blessing to crowds 
in St. Peter’s Square. “ I dedicate my prayers

said, “for all mothers, 
especially those who suffer, and for all chil­ 
dren, especially those who are unhappy.”

THE LUSITANIA STORY 
Fifty years ago --on May 7,1915 — the Cunard 
liner Lusitania was torpedoed off the southern 
coast of Ireland. 
“CONDEMNATION OF THE ACT,” asserted 
the Literary Digest, “ seem s only to be limited 
by the restrictions of the English language.” The 
act in question was the torpedoing of the British 
liner Lusitania by the German submarine U-20, 
and the restrictions were few’ indeed. 
From 
Louisville 
the 
great 
voice of Marse Henry 
Watterson roared: 
This holy Sabbath every pulpit in America 
should?«encLa prj^er to God in protest; . . . and 
moriPtAaV'&l --'tne* Christian'President o f ’ 
the United States, a cool and brave man, sprung 
from a line of heroes and saints — ceasing 
longer to protest, should act, leaving no doubt 
. . . that he is . . . leader of men and nations, 
and that he holds aloft the Sword of the Lord and 
Gideon! 
GERMANY 
in February 
1915 had announced 
establishment of a “war zone” around the British 
Isles within which German submarines would 
sink all enemy ships without the warning cus­ 
tomary even for such vessels. By cruel coin­ 
cidence, Count Johann von Bernstoff, German 
ambassador to the United States, had published 
on May 1 — but dated April 22 — a communique 
to warn American travelers against the German 
war zone. May 1 was the very date on which the 
Lusitania left New York harbor. 
On 
retrospect, 
it 
was an appallingly light­ 
hearted voyage. The British master made little 
or no preparation for emergency. The ship was 
actually navigated more or less by routine. 
Captain Turner later confessed that he had 
thought the only need to zigzag in course arose 
after a submarine had been sighted. 
For the Germans the encounter was almost 
sheer luck. The U-20, with only two torpedoes 
left, was wallow'ing back to her home port of 
Wilhelmshaven. Captain Turner in the detailed 
account given by Walter Millis managed to run 
right on top of the German sub. 
One torpedo did the trick, but both the Germans 
and survivors reported a second detonation. The 
liner was known to be carrying 4,200 cases of 
rifle ammunition in her hold, plus other sup­ 
plies for the Allied arm ies, but these could 
not have been touched off all at once. 
The Lusitania sank in 18 minutes. Of her 1,959 
passengers and crew, 1,195 were lost. Of 159 
Americans, 128 were lost; of 129 children, 94 
were lost. 
A heartrending photograph later was widely 
published in the United States; it showed Mrs. 
Paul Crompton of Philadelphia and her six 
children, all of whom were lost. The casualty 
list included Elbert Hubbard and his wife, 
Charles Frohman, the theatre manager, and 
the young sportsman, AlfredGwynne Vanderbilt. 
The commander of the U-20 noted: “ I could not 
have tired a second torpedo into this thing of 
humanity attempting to save themselves.” 
THE REACTION OF Marse Henry Watterson 
was only slightly more excited than that of other 
editors. Frank P. Chambers has written: “ The 
reader who is curious to recapture a little of the 
sensations of that early May in 1915 must refer 
to the contemporary newspapers and cartoons 
for himself. It is beyond me to do it for him.” 
Secretary of State William Jennings Bryan 
was so perturbed over the sharpness of P resi­ 
dent Wilson’s protest to Germany that he re­ 
signed. For all practical purposes the Ameri­ 
can 
semblance 
of 
neutrality was virtually 
terminated. After 50 years the mystery of the 
second detonation —- was the Lusitania carrying 


underclared explosives? -- remains unresolved, 
* * * 
FREEDOM OF CHOICE 
Relatively few Americans are aware of Section 
14(b) of the Taft-Hartlev Act as such, yet it 
guarantees a basic right in 19 states of the Union 
k — the Right to Work. 
Specifically, it reads: “ Nothing in this act 
shall be construed as authorizing the execution 
of application of agreements requiring member­ 
ship in a labor organization as a condition of 
employment in any State or Territory in which 
such execution or application is prohibited by 
state or territorial law.” 
These 44 words guarantee the right of state to 
pass and enforce their own Right to Work laws 
making compulsory union membership unlaw­ 
ful., Thus, in states with Right to Work laws, 
employees enjoy the freedom to work at their 
occupation whether or not they are union mem­ 
bers. 
Right to Work means that a man cannot be 
to reed to pay dues to a union in order to earn 
a living. Right to Work means that a man is 
free to become an active, dues-paving union 
member if this is in his best interest. That is 
the way of free men, and we know there can be 
no other course for our nation than the course 
of freedom. 
The 19 States that have Right To Work laws 
banning compulsory union membership are: 
Alabama, Arizona, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, 
Iowa, Kansas, Mississippi, Nebraska, Nevada, 
North Carolina, North Dakota, South Carolina, 
South Dakota, Tennessee, Texas, Utah, Virginia, 
and W yoming. 
People came to this land from all corners of 
the earth because they were victims of com­ 
pulsion. And here they found that most satisfac­ 
tory of all human freedoms; freedom of choice. 
Right to Work guarantees this freedom of choice 
-- the right to choose either membership or 
non-membership in a labor organization. 
On this score hundreds of newspapers across 
the country have spoken out editorially. The New 
\ork Daily News said: “ If the President does 
swing his weight with Congress for repeal of 
14(b), he will be acting as a servant of labor 
leaders, not of all the people.” The Columbus, 
Ohio Dispatch said, “ Human bondage has no 
place in the United States,” and The Wheeling, 
West Virginia Intelligencer said, “ No amount 
oi rationalization can get around the fact that 
enforced membership is 
the denial of 
a 
fundamental individual right!” 
But of course this question of freedom- - of the 
freedom and dignity of individual Americans — 
does not seem to concern certain control- 
hungry labor bosses. For by their attitude they 
ignore not only editorial comments such as those- 
above, but also a clear-cut majority view of the 
American people.

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
AP—In a strange war one of 
the strangest places out this 
way is the wild and woolly press 
center. 
It is something like a 1925 
auto court, the Long Branch 
Saloon in Dodge City, Kan., and 
a Mexican gambling den. 
Officially it is named the Da 
Nang Press Center. But it is 
also known as Riviera on the 
Da Nang, the Flea Bag, and 
Pest Paradise. 
It consists of a series of yel­ 
low-painted tin roof rooms bor­ 
dering a dusty court in the cen­ 
ter of which stands a water tow­ 
er. 
The entrance is through a big 
iron gate. At the other end is 
a comfortable bamboo-topped 
patio which stretches to 
a 
barbed wire - protected ledge 
overlooking the Da Nang River. 
From here the weary gentlemen 
of the press can sally forth, 
yawning before dawn, to cover 
a morning patrol in the hills 
with the U. S. Marines, or fly 
a helicopter mission. 
At evening, dusty, bone-weary 
and, perhaps, shaken by their 
experiences they 
return 
to 
shower and write their dis­ 
patches. 
The French owner of the mo­ 
tel, a former marine engineer 
who left ship here around 1949 
for reasons of his own, has six 
slot machines and an antiquated 
pinball machine. 
The slot machines are fixed to 
yield the house a profit percent­ 
age that would shame a Chicago 
gangster. 


The bar has five hostesses of 
the same vintage as the pinball 
machine. 
They are 
called, 
Marie, 
Low 
Tacky, 
High 
Tacky, Whacky and Old Faith­ 
ful. 
The press center is presided 
over by Lt. Col. W. C. Mahr 
of Santa Ana, Calif., a pipe- 
smoking former company com­ 
mander in the Korean campaign. 
But the real major domo is 
Staff Sgt. Harold F. Colby, 30, 
of Easthampton, Mass., a man 
with a new mission in life. He 
and his wife hope to run a hotel 
of their own some day when he 
retires. 
Colby plans to get his experi­ 
ence now by converting the 
press inn here into a kind of 
horizontal Miami Beach resort 
hotel. He wants to get rid of the 
faded bar belles and to ban the 
four cats, two mangy old dogs, 
and grave hop toads that play 
games in the courtyard. 
He has installed a badminton 
court and acquired a motorboat 
for river cruising and water 
skiing. He also is having snappy 
new uniforms sewn for the wait­ 
resses so that Colby’s Rltzwill 
have an air of spit and polish. 
The correspondents are fond 
of the hard-working sergeant 
but they point out one grave 
defect in the press center here. 
It is perhaps the only one in the 
world that doesn’t have a tele­ 
phone and a newsman without a 
telephone is like a plumber 
without a wrench. 
“ Telephones,” says 
Colby 
sadly, “ are very hard to get 
in this country.”

W ashington-Mer ry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON — It was at 
11:01 P.M., May 7, twenty years 
ago today, that the giant Ger­ 
man war machine ground to a 
complete stop with the formal 
cessation of hostilities. The war 
in Eurbpe had come to an end. 
At 
the 
very 
moment the 
cease-fire was being signed, 
Allied statesmen, meeting in 
San Francisco, were drawing up 
another document, calculated to 
preserve the future peace of the 
world. 
During most of the twenty 
years that have passed, the 
United Nations has done an 
amazingly good job. Adlai Stev­ 
enson once totalled up 22 cases 
where the UN had stepped in to 
negotiate cease-fires; and some 
diplomats contend that had the 
UN 
been in existence at the 
time of the Sarajevo assassina­ 
tion in 1914 there would have 
been no World War I. Austro- 
Hungary and Czarist Russia 
would have been persuaded to 
sit down at the conference table 
instead of mobilizing their a r­ 
mies. 
Wars, or the preparation for 
wars, seem to come in twenty- 
year cycles. And this week, 
twenty years after the end of 
World War II, many diplomats 
believe 
the United States is 
nearer to the brink of major 
hostilities in the Far East than 
at any time since 1945. 
How then do we guard against 
further drift into world war? 
In general by doing two things: 
1. Building up the machinery 
of peace by using it ourselves 
and by encouraging others to 
use it.

friends so that a potential ene­ 
my will know that, if attacked, 
we will not stand alone. 
—WE IGNORED UN — 
How have we done this? The 
answer is that we haven’t. We 
have alienated friends a n d 
allies from Europe to Asia,and 
the United Nations has become 
so deadlocked over a financial 
argument that it has never been 
so paralyzed. 
This is a condition inherited 
by President Johnson, and when 
it was explained to him that the 
United States was quarreling 
with France and Russia over 
the 
payment 
of $60,000,000 
dues, he exclaimed, “ We've 
got more than that invested 
in it ourselves.” 
Nevertheless the paralysis 
continues. And we have con­ 
tributed to it by ignoring the

United Nations in our war over 
Viet Nam. The UN charter pro. 
vides that when a nation be­ 
comes the aggressor, the mat­ 
ter is to be submitted to the 
United Nations. Instead we have 
declared North Viet Nam an ag­ 
gressor on our own, and have 
undertaken to bomb it almost 
daily in retaliation. 
True, 
Russia 
would have 
vetoed us in the Security Coun­ 
cil, but we would have strength­ 
ened our position and the UN 
by not ignoring its peace ma­ 
chinery. 
More recently, the United 
States ignored another peace 
organization, the "Organization 
of American States which we 
helped to found, nurse, and de­ 
velop. 
If 
President 
Johnson 
had 
waited two hours to confer with 
the OAS before landing Marines 
in the Dominican Republic, he 
would have had OAS support 
and thus avoided a wave of in­ 
dignation all over Latin Amer­ 
ica. 
Most Latin leaders are just 
as anxious as the United States 
to combat Communism in this 
hem isphere. Form er President 
Romulo Betancourt of Vene­ 
zuela fought off Castro sub­ 
version 
for 
years, 
had 
to 
squelch street rioting and con­ 
stant bombing. He is vigorous 
against Communism and Cas­ 
tro, was in Washington person­ 
ally at the time Johnson moved 
into the Dominican 
Republic 
and would gladly have lent his 
powerful prestige to the idea 
of a Pan American military 
force to establish order in the 
Dominican Republic. 
Most other Latin leaders feel 
the same. All except Mexico 
have signed the drastic eco­ 
nomic boycott of Castro. 
—RELUCTANT OAS— 
But after Johnson had sent 
troops into Santo Domingo with­ 
out consulting the OAS, Latin 
presidents were reluctant to 
cooperate in a Pan American 
army to bail him out. He had 
violated 
the time • honored 
pledge of the United States not 
to intervene without prior con­ 
sultation, and political reaction 
at home was sour. Many Latins 
wanted to know who was now 
"trigger-happy” — Goldwater 
or Johnson? They thought the 
non-t rigger-happy candidate had 
been elected — yet Johnson 
would not wait two hours to 
confer with the OAS before 
dumping a huge army into the 


prostrate 
Dominican 
Repub­ 
lic. 
As a result, in the closed 
door 
meetings 
of 
the OAS, 
Chile and Mexico, old friends 
of the United States, together 
with Ecuador and Uruguay,flat­ 
ly refused to participate in an 
OAS army unless the United 
States withdrew first. 


re­ 
new 
President Johnson had 
cently 
entertained 
the 
President of Mexico, Gustavo 
Diaz Ordaz, at his LBJ ranch. 
The new President of Chile, 
Eduardo Frei Montalva, had 
been elected as a non-Commu- 
mst in a vote hailed as a vic­ 
tory for the United States. How­ 
ever, both took the same posi- 
tion as the Communists ofNorth 
Viet Nam, that they would not 
participate until 
UjS. troops 
were withdrawn. 
Only our good friend Vene­ 
zuela was definitely willing to 
send in troops, and this only 
after President Leoni and the 
Venezuelan 
congress 
had 
voiced 
their 
disapproval by 
unanimously 
condemning 
the 
United States for being trigger- 
happy. 


Argentina, Brazil and Colom­ 
bia were willing to participate 
in an OAS arm y, but only un­ 
der certain conditions. 
Costa 
Rica, with almost no army, 
was more cooperative. 
Many OAS ambassadors ex­ 
pressed their private praise 
of broad • gauged 
Ellsworth 
Bunker, U«S. ambassador to the 
OAS, and Assistant Secretary 
Jack Vaughn, but had reser­ 
vations about the trigger-hap- 
piness of Tom Mann, 
Under­ 
secretary of State for Econom­ 
ic Affairs, who was advising his 
fellow Texan in the White House. 
They felt if Tom Mann had stuck 
to his economics knitting and 
left Santo Domingo to the Latin 
American experts, President 
Johnson would have been bet­ 
ter off. 
Though 
the best qualified 
president on domestic problems 
the nation has seen for a cen­ 
tury or more, LBJ cannot fully 
understand the intricate, deli­ 
cate problems of Pan America. 
He lias to rely on advice. In the 
case of 
the rush-landing of 
troops in the Dominican Re­ 
public without consulting our 
neighbors, the advice was bad. 
We not only tilled to use an 
organization carefully built up 
over the years to preserve the 
peace but we undermined it.

America’s Mr. Labor Charges 
Opponents Of U. S., Viet Nam 
And Dominican Policies Are 
“ Woozy Upstairs” 
Washington, D. C.: — One of 
the men mast hated in the Com­ 
munist world and most criti­ 
cized in the Socialist world Is 
the 
broadshouldered 
George 
Meany, leader 
of 
American 
labor. 
When In fighting mood, Mr. 
Labor has a bulldog tenacity, 
but alongside him the bulldog 
lias the bite of a butterfly. 
Meany has just angered the 
Communist world — from the 
Yalu to the Moskva Rivers— 
by placing the entire U. S. 
labor movement squarely l>e- 
liind the President’s military 
action In the Dominican Re­ 
public and Viet Nam. 
Futhermore he just as flatly 
accused the opposition In this 
country of 
being “ woozy ” - 
headed and of preaching “ sur­ 
render” to the enemy. 
Thus Mr. Johnson no longer 
can claim preeminence as the 
most denounced man in 
the 
world. Meany, the Inflexible 
fighter against Fascism, Na­ 
zism, Communism,

“ No matter what the academic 
do-gooders may say regarding 
appeasement, the basic fact re­ 
mains the war is still on and 
it Is a war of tyranny and 
totalitarianism against human 
freedom. We are the number 
one target of those who would 
destroy the democratic free 
way of life and this Is what 
South Viet Nam and Santo Do­ 
mingo is all aiiout. . . We 
have a commitment to keep 
Castroism from making any 
further encroachments in the 
Western Hemisphere. 


“ I would say to those who 
are telling the President tli.it 
the path to peace lies in ap­ 
peasing the dictators that tli >y 
should look at the record and 
it is a record that shows no 
one successfully defend’d free­ 
dom by appeasing the dictators. 
“ Those In high places and 
those In the academic world 
who are either a little woozy 
upstairs or who are victims 
of

propaganda 
should take a good look at the 
record. . .What they are really 
talking almut Is surrender,” 
Certainly there are many who 
will justifiably disagree with 
Meany’s description and anal­ 
ysis. But this speech, which 
went unnoticed by the public, 
did not go unnoted in the White 
House. 
Word 
quickly reached 
the 
President. He had not expected 
to attend the lalx)r rally. But 
by 5 p.m. he was on his way 
to the gathering at the new Hil­ 
ton here. The President is too 
much a pro to overlook the 
impact on the world of a cheer­ 
ing working-class audience. 
He never had doubted he had 
their support. During a secret 
session In the White House on 
April 29, Meany had told him 
he could count on the support 
of the AFL-CIO millions— and 
unanimous support at that. 
And before that at another 
off-the-record conference, this 
time with Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk, Meany had argued 
for an even tougher anti-Com- 
munist policy. Tills talk was 
held in the State Dept, the 
previous Monday, April 26, at 
a 5 p.m. conference.

THE FEAST OF MOM 
“ God could not be everywhere and therefore 
he made mothers.“ -- Jewish proverb. 
Formal 
mother - worship ceremonies to 
Cybele, or Rhea, “ the Great Mother of the 
Gods,“ were performed on the Ides of March 
throughout Asia Minor in the days of Ancient 
Greece. With the coming of Christianity these 
developed into worship of “ Mother Church.“ 
Celebration occurred on mid-Lent Sunday when 
children returned home with flowers and cakes 
for parents, especially the mother. 
Mothering Sunday, as the medieval feast was 
known, still is celebrated in Great Britain on 
the fourth Sunday of Lent. In the Lnited States, 
Mother's Day is observed on the second Sunday 
in May -- which falls this year on May 9. It was 
officially established in 1914 when President 
Woodrow 
Wilson signed a joint congressional 
resolution setting the time as 
a memorial to 
mothers everywhere. 
According to one account, the force behind 
the P. S. observance was a Miss Anna M. 
Jarvis. When her mother died in 
1905 at 
Grafton, W. Ya., Miss Jarvis had a minister 
devote a sermon to motherhood. She distributed 
carnations, her mother’s favorite flower, to 
those in attendance. Soon the movement spread, 
and it still is gaining popularity -- especially 
with merchants. 
Pope Paul VI took special note of Mother’s 
Day last year, in his noonday blessing to crowds 
in St. Peter’s Square. “ I dedicate my prayers 
today,” 
the 
Pope 
said, “ for all mothers, 
especially those who suffer, and for all chil­ 
dren, especially those who are unhappy.” This 
sentiment was a timely and welcome counter­ 
balance to the over-commercialization of Moth­ 
e r's Day.

THE LUSITANIA STORY 
Fifty years ago --on May 7, 1915 — the Cunard 
liner Lusitania was torpedoed off the southern 
coast of Ireland. 
“ CONDEMNATION OF THE ACT,” asserted 
the Literary Digest, “ seems only to be limited 
by the restrictions of the English language.” The 
act in question was the torpedoing of the British 
liner Lusitania by the German submarine U-20, 
and the restrictions were few indeed. 
From 
Louisville 
the 
great 
voice of Marse Henry 
Watterson roared: 
This holy Sabbath every pulpit in America 
I should* «end 
prayer to God in protest; . . . and 
I mori~lt!\aViv £ll - - ‘ frie* Christian'President of 
the United States, a cool and brave man, sprung 
from a line of heroes and saints — ceasing 
longer to protest, should act, leaving no doubt 
. . . that he is . . . leader of men and nations, 
and that he holds aloft the Sword of the Lord and 
Gideon! 
GERMANY 
in February 
1915 had announced 
establishment of a “ war zone” around the British 
Isles within which German submarines would 
sink all enemy ships without the warning cus­ 
tomary even for such vessels. By cruel coin­ 
cidence, Count Johann von Bernstoff, German 
ambassador to the United States, had published 
on May 1 — but dated April 22 — a communique 
to warn American travelers against the German 
war zone. May 1 was the very date on which the 
Lusitania left New York harbor. 
On 
retrospect, 
it 
was an appallingly light­ 
hearted voyage. The British master made little 
or no preparation for emergency. The ship was 
actually navigated more or less by routine. 
Captain Turner later confessed that he had 
thought the only need to zigzag in course arose 
after a submarine had been sighted. 
For the Germans the encounter was almost 
sheer luck. The U-20, with only two torpedoes 
left, was wallowing back to her home port of 
Wilhelmshaven. Captain Turner in the detailed 
account given by Walter Millis managed to run 
right on top of the German sub. 
One torpedo did the trick, but both the Germans 
and survivors reported a second detonation. The 
liner was known to be carrying 4,200 cases of 
rifle ammunition in her hold, plus other sup­ 
plies for the Allied arm ies, but these could 
not have been touched off all at once. 
The Lusitania sank in 18 minutes. Of her 1,959 
passengers and crew, 1,195 were lost. Of 159 
Americans, 128 were lost; of 129 children, 94 
were lost. 
A heartrending photograph later was widely 
published in the United States; it showed Mrs. 
Paul Crompton of Philadelphia and her six 
children, all of whom were lost. The casualty 
list included Elbert Hubbard and his wife, 
Charles Frohman, the theatre manager, and 
the young sportsman, Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt. 
The commander of the U-20 noted: “ 1 could not 
have tired a second torpedo into this thing of 
humanity attempting to save themselves.” 
THE REACTION OF Marse Henry Watterson 
was only slightly more excited than that of other 
editors. Frank P. Chambers has written: “ The 
reader who is curious to recapture a little of the 
sensations of that early May in 1915 must refer 
to the contemporary newspapers and cartoons 
for himself. It is beyond me to do it for him.” 
Secretary of State William Jennings Bryan 
was so perturbed over the sharpness of P resi­ 
dent Wilson’s protest to Germany that he re- 
, signed. For all practical purposes the Ameri­ 
can 
semblance 
of 
neutrality was virtually 
terminated. After 50 years the mystery of the 
second detonation — was the Lusitania carrying 


underelared explosives? -- remains unresolved. 
* * * 
FREEDOM OF CHOICE 
Relatively few Americans are aware of Section 
14(b) of the Taft-Hartley Act as such, yet it 
guarantees a basic right in 19 states of the Union 
-- the Right to Work. 
Specifically, it reads: “ Nothing in this act 
shall be construed as authorizing the execution 
of application of agreements requiring m em ber­ 
ship in a labor organization as a condition of 
employment in any State or Territory in which 
such execution or application is prohibited by 
state or territorial law.” 
These 44 words guarantee the right of state to 
pass and enforce their own Right to Work laws 
making compulsory union membership unlaw­ 
ful. 
Thus, in states with Right to Work laws, 
employees enjoy the freedom to work at their 
occupation whether or not thc> arc union mem­ 
bers. 
Right to Work means that a man cannot be 
forced to pay dues to a union in order to earn 
a living. Right to Work means that a man is 
free to become an active, dues-paying union 
member if this is in his best interest. That is 
the way of free men. and we know there can be 
no other course for our nation than the course 
of freedom. 
The 19 States th.it have Right To Work laws 
banning compulsory union membership are: 
Alabama, Arizona, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, 
Iowa, Kansas, Mississippi, Nebraska, Nevada, 
North Carolina, North Dakota, South Carolina, 
South Dakota, Tennessee, Texas, Utah, Virginia, 
and Wyoming. 
People came to this land from all corners of 
the earth because they were victims of com­ 
pulsion. And here they found that most satisfac­ 
tory of all human freedoms; freedom of choice. 
Right to W ork guarantees this freedom of choice 
-- the right to choose either membership or 
non-membership in a labor organization. 
On this score hundreds of newspapers across 
the country have spoken out editorially. The New 
York Daily News said: “ If the President does 
swing his weight with Congress for repeal of 
14(b), he will be acting as a servant of labor 
leaders, not of all the people.” The Columbus, 
Ohio Dispatch said, “ Human bondage has no 
place in the Lnited States,” and The Wheeling, 
West Virginia Intelligencer said, “ No amount 
of rationalization can get around the fact that 
enforced membership is 
the denial of 
a 
fundamental individual right!” 
But of course this question of freedom — of the 
freedom and dignity of individual Americans — 
does not seem to concern certain control- 
hungry labor bosses. For by their attitude they 
ignore not only editorial comments such as those- 
above, but also a clear-cut majority view of the 
American people.

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Business, which has received 
many 
com plaints from busi- 
nessm >n on the problem of col­ 
lecting from a sm all minority 
of government em ployees who 
take advantage of a law which 
holds their salaries immune 
from the

While obviously the vast ma­ 
jority of government em ployees 
do honor their obligations, all 
are given a bad name by the 
relatively 
few who refuse to 
pay, knowing that unlike peo­

employment, 
ordinary processes of collec­ 
tion cannot tie 
used against 
them .

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
AP--In a strange war one of 
the strangest plates out this 
way is the wild and woolly p ress 
center. 
It is something like a 1925 
auto court, the Long Branch 
Saloon in Dodge City, Kan., and 
a Mexican gambling den. 
Officially it is named the I)a 
Nang P ress Center. But it is 
also known as Riviera on the 
Da Nang, the Flea Bag, and 
Pest Paradise. 
It consists of a series of yel- 
luw-painted tin roof room s l>or- 
dering a dusty court in the cen­ 
ter of which stands a water tow­ 
er. 
The entrance is through a big 
iron gate. At the other end is 
a com fortable bamboo-topped 
patio which stretches to 
a 
barl>ed wire - protected ledge 
overlooking the Da Nang River. 
From here the weary gentlemen 
of the p ress can sally forth, 
yawning l*fore dawn, to cover 
a morning patrol in the hills 
with the U. S. M arines, or fly 
a helicopter mission. 
At evening, dusty, l>one-weary 
and, perhaps, shaken by their 
experiences they 
return 
to 
shower and write their d is­ 
patches. 
The French owner of the mo­ 
tel, a form er m arine engineer 
who left ship here around 1949 
for reasons of his own, has six 
slot m achines and an antiquated 
pinball machine. 
The slot machines are fixed to 
yield the house a profit perc ent­ 
age that would shame a Chicago 
gangster. 


The bar has five hostesses of 
the sam e vintage as the pinball 
machine. 
They are 
called, 
M arie, 
Low 
Tacky, 
High 
Tacky, Whacky and Old Faith­ 
ful. 
The p ress center is presided 
over by Lt. Col. W. C. Mahr 
of Santa Ana, Calif., a pipe- 
smoking form er company com ­ 
mander in the Korean campaign. 
But the real m ajor domo is 
Staff Sgt. Harold F. Colby, 30, 
of Easthampton, M ass., a man 
with a new mission in life. He 
and his wife hope to run a hotel 
of their own some day when he 
retire s. 
Colby plans to get his experi­ 
ence now by converting the 
p ress inn here into a kind of 
horizontal Miami Beach reso rt 
hotel. He wants to get rid of the 
faded bar t»elles and to ban the 
four cats, two mangy old dogs, 
and grave hop toads that play 
gam es in the courtyard. 
He has installed a badminton 
court and acquired a motorboat 
for riv er cruising and water 
skiing. He also is having snappy 
new uniform s sewn for the w ait­ 
resse s so that Colby’s Rltzw ill 
have an air of spit and polish. 
The correspondents are fond 
of the hard-working sergeant 
but they point out one grave 
defect in the p ress center here. 
It is perhaps the only one in the 
world that doesn’t have a te le­ 
phone and a newsman without a 
telephone is like a plumber 
without a wrench. 
“ Telephones,” says 
Colby 
sadly, “ are very hard to get 
in this country.” 


WASHINGTON — It was at 
11:01 P.M ., May 7, twenty years 
ago today, that the giant G er- 
mai» war machine ground to a 
com plete stop with the form al 
cessation of hostilities. The war 
in Europe had come to an end. 
At 
the 
very 
moment the 
cease-fire was being signed, 
Allied statesm en, meeting in 
San Francisco, were drawing up 
another document, calculated to 
preserve the future peace of the 
world. 
During most of the twenty 
years that have passed, the 
United Nations has done an 
am azingly good job. Adlai Stev­ 
enson once totalled up 22 cases 
where the UN had stepped in to 
negotiate cease-fires; and some 
diplom ats contend that had the 
UN 
been in existence at the 
tim e of the Sarajevo assassin a­ 
tion in 1914 there would have 
been no World War I. Austro- 
Hungary and C zarist Russia 
would have been persuaded to 
sit down at the conference table 
instead of mobilizing their a r­ 
m ies. 
W ars, or the preparation for 
w ars, seem to come in twenty- 
year cycles. And this week, 
twenty years after the end of 
World War II, many diplom ats 
believe 
the United States is 
n earer to the brink of m ajor 
h ostilities in the F ar East than 
at any tim e since 1945. 
How then do we guardagainst 
further drift into world war? 
In general by doing two things: 
1. Building up the machinery 
of peace by using it ourselves 
and by encouraging others to 
use it. 
2. 
Building 
goodwill a n d 
friends so that a potential ene­ 
my will know that, if attacked, 
we will not stand alone. 
—WE IGNORED UN — 
How have we done this? The 
answ er is that we haven’t. We 
have alienated friends 
a n d 
allies from Europe to A sia,and 
the United Nations has become 
so deadlocked over a financial 
argum ent that it has never been 
so paralyzed. 
This is a condition inherited 
by President Johnson, and when 
it was explained to him that the 
United States was quarreling 
with France and Russia over 
the 
payment 
of 
$60,000,000 
dues, he exclaimed, 
’’We’ve 
got 
more than that invested 
in it ourselves.” 
N evertheless the paralysis 
continues. And we have con­ 
tributed to it by ignorii|g the 


United Nations in our war over 
Viet Nam. The UN ch arter pro­ 
vides that when a nation be­ 
com es the ag g resso r, the mat­ 
ter is to be submitted to the 
United Nations. Instead we have 
declared North Viet Nam an ag­ 
g resso r on our own, and have 
undertaken to bomb it alm ost 
daily in retaliation. 
True, 
Russia 
would have 
vetoed us in the Security Coun­ 
cil, but we would have strength­ 
ened our position and the UN 
by not ignoring its peace ma­ 
chinery. 
More 
recently, the United 
States ignored another peace 
organization, the Y)rganization 
of Am erican States which we 
helped to found, nurse, and de­ 
velop. 
If 
President 
Johnson 
had 
waited two hours to confer with 
the OAS before landing M arines 
in the Dominican Republic, he 
would have had OAS support 
and thus avoided a wave of in­ 
dignation all over Latin A m er­ 
ica. 
Most Latin leaders a re just 
as anxious as the United States 
to combat Communism in this 
hem isphere. F orm er President 
Romulo Betancourt of Vene­ 
zuela fought off C astro sub­ 
version 
for 
years, 
had 
to 
squelch street rioting and con­ 
stant bombing. He is vigorous 
against Communism and Cas­ 
tro, was in Washington person­ 
ally at the tim e Johnson moved 
into the Dominican 
Republic 
and would gladly have lent his 
powerful prestige to the idea 
of a 
Pan Am erican m ilitary 
force to establish order in the 
Dominican Republic. 
Most other Latin leaders feel 
the sam e. All except Mexico 
have signed the drastic eco­ 
nomic boycott of C astro. 
—RELUCTANT OAS— 
But after Johnson had sent 
troops into Santo Domingo with­ 
out consulting the OAS, Latin 
presidents were 
reluctant to 
cooperate in a Pan American 
arm y to l>ail him out. He had 
violated 
the 
tim e • honored 
pledge of the United States not 
to intervene without prior con­ 
sultation, and political reaction 
at home was sour. Many Latins 
wanted to know who was now 
’’trigger-happy" — Goldwater 
or Johnson? They thought the 
non-trigger-happy candidate had 
been elected — yet Johnson 
would not wait two hours to 
confer with the OAS before 
dumping a huge arm y into the

QUESTION: What Is 
Mental 
Retardation? 
ANSWER: Mental Retardation 
Is a condition characterized by 
the faulty 
development 
of 
Intelligence which im pairs an 
individual’s ability to learn and 
to adapt to tin* demands of 
society. 
QUESTION: How Prevalent Is 
Mental Retardation? 
ANSWER: “ It is estimated that 
about 3% of the general pop­ 
ulation are retarded. Based on 
19G2 population estim ates, this 
would mean that there are pres­ 
ently around 5.4 million persons 
wtio can !*} classified as men­ 
tally retarded. (Best estimate 
of the number presently in our 
Missouri population Is 130,000.) 
Unless there are 
major ad­ 
vances in 
methods of pre­ 
vention, there will probably t>e 
one million more mentally re­ 
tarded by 1970. At tills time, 
120,000 Infants are liorn an­ 
nually who are, or will become, 
mentally retarded. 
Approxi­ 
mately 4,200 of those infants 
will lie so severely retarded 
that even as adults they will 
be unable to care for their 
own needs of dally living. About 
12,600 will remain lie low the 
seven-year Intellectual level. 
The remaining 110,000 can, with 
special training and assistance, 
acquire limited job skills and 
achieve a high m easure of in­ 
dependence.” (From H. E. W, 
Chartbook) 
QUESTION: 
What 
Are The 
Varying Degrees of Mental Re­ 
tardation? 
ANSWER: The degree of re­ 


tardation varies greatly among 
individuals. It ranges from the 
profoundly 
retarded person, 
who must have protective care 
for life, to the mildly affected, 
who can achieve a measure of 
independence. 
QUESTION: How Serious Is The 
Problem Of Mental Retarda­ 
tion? 
ANSWER: “ Mental Retardation 
Is a serious personal m atter 
to at least one out of every 
nine people. Families are grow­ 
ing larger and 
in 
fewer 
instances will a retarded child 
be an only child. Thus, the 
parents will have less time 
to devote to a retarded child. 
Also, changes in family living 
will continue. More families 
move more often than ever 
before and fewer relatives are 
at hand to take care of the 
child. More mothers of young 
children are in labor force. 
Substitute care for a mentally 
retarded child is hard to find. 
Ttie ratio of mental retardation 
to the total population persists 
despite the advances in medical 
science. On the other hand, 
such diseases as 
whooping 
cough, 
diptherla, and scarlet 
fever have lieen almost elim ­ 
inated. Tulierculosis has been 
reduced 30% in five years, polio 
has iieen dramatically reduced. 
Recent studies show a diminish­ 
ing death rate and an increased 
life span for the mentally re­ 
tarded. This adds materially to 
the ever increasing numbers. 
QUESTION: What Method Of 
Classification Is Used In Mental 
Retardation? 


ANSWER: “ At 
present, vir­ 
tually all classification systems 
rely heavily 
on 
Intelligence 
Quotient as an index. Regard­ 
less of the classification system 
used, I. Q. should not lie the 
only factor in determining men­ 
tal retardation. Other factors 
which should lie considered are 
social adaptability and emotion­ 
al control. We use four levels 
of classification for mental re­ 
tardation; 
Profound, Severe, 
Moderate and Mild. In addition 
to four levels, another class­ 
ification used for educat ion pur­ 
posed is as follows; 
Trainable . . . .1. Q. atiout 25-50 
E durable . . . . I. Q. atiout 50-75 
QUESTION: What Causes Men­ 
tal Retardation? 
ANSWER: “ Mental retardation 
may result from any condition 
which interferes with the pre­ 
natal development of the brain, 
or which injures its struc ture 
after birth. In addition, within 
an unfavorable emotional or 
cultural environment, the in­ 
dividual’s intellectual develop­ 
ment may be seriously impeded. 


In approximately 15 to 25 per­ 
cent of the cases of mental 
retardation, a specific disease 
entity can be held responsible. 
When German m easles occur 
during the first three months 
of pregnancy, it sometimes re­ 
sults in damage to the fetus. 
Other Infections occurring dur­ 
ing pregnancy have also been 
implicated. Infectious diseases 
such as many forms of men­ 
ingitis, encephalitis, measles, 
etc., may cause damage to the 
central nervous system result­ 
ing in retardation. Jaundice of 
the newborn due to RH blood 
factor incompatability is one 
factor. Inhalation of toxic agents 
by the mother during pregnancy 
can cause brain damage to the 
unborn child. Retardation can 
be the result of traum a, such 
as Injuries occurring in diffi­ 
cult deliveries. In addition we 
might add that lack of oxygen, 
particularly in the prem ature 
baby, is another cause. Brain 
injury in childhood is another 
contributor. 
A number of metabolic dis­ 
orders, some of which 
are 
determined by heredity, pro­ 
duce 
mental 
retardation. 
These include Phenylketonuria, 


in which there are abnormal­ 
ities of amino acid chemistry 
in the body and galactosemia, 
where there is a carbohydrate 
abnormality. Diseases due to 
unknown prenatal factors in­ 
clude mongolism, which results 
from abnormal 
chromosomal 
groupings probably at the time 
of the formation of the ovum 
in the mother. There is also 
a sizeable group in which the 
cause of brain pathology are 
presently unknown. 
At the present time it is im­ 
possible to assign clear weights 
to each of the general causa­ 
tive factors. In many cases 
multiple factors may be inter­ 
acting. it is estimated that there 
are some 200 possible causes 
of mental retardation.”

About Hitleric Germany 


Distinction

BERLIN AP — Adolf Hitler 
ha<i scored a diplomatic vic­ 
tory at Munich In 1938. It paved 
tilt; way for his occupation of 
all of Czechoslovakia in March 
of 1939. 
And eight days later, in a lit­ 
tle - rememliered land grab, he 
annexed 
a small 
chunk of 
Lithuania to German East Prus­ 
sia. 
These were his last peactime 
conquests. The next victim was 
to be Poland and this step 
launched the grim six-year war 
that ended just 20 years ago in 
the collapse of Hitlerite Germa­ 
ny. 
But Hitler, rising with heavy 
speed to the peak of his power, 
foresaw no disaster for the ex­ 
panding thousand-year Reich. 
He could allow himself to mock 
the British, French and Ameri­ 
cans and the appeals for caution 
and peace which were 
ad­ 
dressed to him. 
He advised his chief lieuten­ 
ants 
that the next step would 
bring war and busied himself 
through the summer with plans 
to invade Poland. 
The Nazi target for the Polish 
invasion was the end of sum­ 
m er, but not until Aug. 23 
did Hitler finally achieve the 
device that was to span* him 
for a time a two-front war — 
the German Soviet pact. 
Playing on Soviet distrust of 
England and France, Hitler got 
Joseph Stalin to agree to a 10- 
year treaty to split tg> Poland 
and divide interests in Eastern 
Europe. The pact was destined 
to tie broken by the German 
leader in less than two years. 
In the final days of peace, 
Britain and France, both obli­ 
gated by treaty to come to the 
aid of Poland, negotiated fever­ 
ishly to halt the drift toward 
war. 
To trigger the war on Sept. 
1, Hitler had his trusted body­ 
guard 
organization, the 
SS 
stage a fake Polish 
attack 
against the German radio sta­ 
tion at Gleiwitz. Later that 
morning he solemnly told the 
Reichstag that the Poles had 
fired on German territory and 
the Germans were returning 
the fire.

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Poised German forces rolled 
in strength across the Polish 
frontier. War had st.irtcd. It 
quickly 
spread 
and became 
World War II with the entry of 
Britain and France on Sept. 
3. 
The Germans speedily over­ 
ran Poland. 
It was the f irs t taste of the 
Nazi 
blitzkrieg, 
the m<-tl- 
culously planned and carefully 
coordinated strikes of air power 
and tanks that cut with spear- 
llke thrusts. 
With Poland defeated, the war 
settled down to an eerie, un­ 
real standstill. The German 
dictator had rightly guessed 
that Britain and France would 
cause little trouble In the West. 
For his eventual war against 
the Soviet Union and the sea 
battle against England, Hitler 
needed to secure his Scandi* 
navian flank and d e c id e d that 
Denmark and Norway should be 
taken before the major engage­ 
ment in the West. 
Early in the morning of April 
9, 1940, with German troops al­ 
ready 
embarked, 
Hitler’s 
obedient 
foreign 
minister, 
Joachim von Ribtx ntrop, had 
his envoys in Copenhagen and 
Oslo present brazen demands 
that these governments accept 
immediately “ the protection of 
the Reich.” The Danes, unable 
to put 
up armed resistance 
against their giant neighbor, 
yielded. 
The Norwegians held out and 
with British and French sup­ 
port fought the Nazis off in the

QUESTION: What Is 
Mental 
Retardation? 
ANSWER: Mental Retardation 
Is a condition characterized by 
the faulty 
development 
of 
intelligence which Impairs an 
Individual's ability to learn and 
to adapt to the demands of 
society. 
QUESTION: ltow Prevalent Is 
Mental Retardation? 
ANSWER: “ It is estimated that 
about 3% of the general pop­ 
ulation are retarded. Based on 
1962 population estim ates, this 
would mean that there are pres­ 
ently around 5.4 million persons 
who can !>o classified as men­ 
tally retarded. (Best estimate 
of the numlHT presently in our 
Missouri population is 130,000.) 
Unless there are 
major ad­ 
vances in 
methods of 
pre­ 
vention, there will probably Ik* 
one million more mentally re­ 
tarded by 1970. At this time, 
120,000 infants are born an­ 
nually who are, or will become, 
mentally retarded. 
Approxi­ 
mately 4,200 of those infants 
will Ih* so severely retarded 
that even as adults they will 
be unable to care for their 
own needs of daily living. Al>out 
12,600 will remain 1k*1ow the 
seven-year Intellectual level. 
The remaining 110,000 can, with 
special training and assistance, 
acquire limited job skills and 
achieve a high measure of in­ 
dependence."

QUESTION: 
What 
Are The 
Varying Degrees of Mental Re­ 
tardation? 
ANSWER: The degree of re­ 


tardation varies greatly among 
Individuals. II ranges from the 
profoundly 
retarded person, 
who must have protective care 
for life, to the mildly affected, 
who can achieve a measure of 
independence. 
QUESTION: Bow Serious Is The 
Problem Of Ment;U Retarda­ 
tion? 
ANSWER: “ Mental Retardation 
is a serious personal matter 
to at least one out of every 
nine people. Families are grow­ 
ing larger and 
in 
fewer 
Instances will a retarded child 
be an only child. Thus, the 
parents will have less time 
to devote to a retarded child. 
Also, Changes in family living 
will continue. More families 
move more often than ever 
before and fewer relatives are 
at hand to take care of the 
child. More mothers of young 
children are in labor force. 
Substitute care for a mentally 
retarded child is hard to find. 
The ratio of mental retardation 
to the total population persists 
despite the advances in medical 
science. On the other hand,

ANSWER: “ At 
present, vir­ 
tually all classification systems 
rely heavily 
on 
Intelligence 
Quotient as an index. Regard­ 
less of the classification system 
used, I. Q, should not Ik* the 
only factor in determining men­ 
tal retardation. Other factors 
Which should Ik* considered are 
social adaptability and emotion­ 
al control. We use four levels 
of classification for mental re­ 
tardation; 
profound, Severe, 
Moderate and Mild. In addition 
to four levels, another class­ 
ification used for education pur­ 
posed is as follows; 
Trainable . . . .1. Q. about 25-50 
E durable . . . . I. Q. about 50-75 
QUESTION: What Causes Men­ 
tal Retardation? 
ANSWER; “ Mental retardation 
may result from any condition 
which Interferes with the pre­ 
natal development of tin* brain, 
or which injures its structure 
after birth. In addition, within 
an unfavorable emotional or 
cultural environment, the in­ 
dividual's Intellectual develop­ 
ment may in* seriously impeded. 


In approximately 15 to 25per­ 
cent of the cases of mental 
retardation, a specific disease 
entity can lie held responsible. 
When German measles occur 
during the first three months 
of pregnancy, it sometimes re­ 
sults in damage to the fetus. 
Other infections occurring dur­ 
ing pregnancy have also been 
implicated. Infectious diseases 
such as many forms of men­ 
ingitis, encephalitis, measles, 
etc., may cause damage to the 
central nervous system result­ 
ing in retardation. Jaundice of 
the newliorn due to RH blood 
factor incompatabtlity is one 
factor. Inhalation of toxic agents 
by the mother during pregnancy 
can cause brain damage to the 
unltorn child. Retardation can 
be the result of trauma, such 
as injuries occurring in diffi­ 
cult deliveries. In addition we 
might add that lack of oxygen, 
particularly in the premature 
baby, is another cause. Brain 
injury in childhood is another 
contributor. 
A numl>er of metabolic dis­ 
orders, 
some of which 
are 
determined by heredity, pro­ 
duce 
mental 
retardation. 
These Include Phenylketonuria, 


in which there are abnormal­ 
ities of amino acid chemistry 
in the t*>dy and galactosemia, 
where there is a carl*ohydrate 
abnormality. Diseases due to 
unknown prenatal factors In­ 
clude mongolism, which results 
from abnormal 
chromosomal 
groupings probably at the time 
of the formation of the ovum 
in the mother. There Is also 
a sizeable group in which the 
cause of brain pathology are 
presently unknown. 
At the present time it is im­ 
possible to assign clear weights 
to each of the general causa­ 
tive factors. In many cases 
multiple factors may Ik* inter­ 
acting. It is estimated that the re 
are some 200 possible causes 
of mental retardation."

The Missouri camp is spon­ 
sored by the Missouri Division 
of Employment, 
with 
Paul 
Virgil, who is with the Bureau 
Of Employment Security in Kan­ 
sas City, as placement rep­ 
resentative. The camp has been 
operated by Mr. and Mrs. David 
Hughes for the past five years. 
P rior to this the camp was 
in charge of Herman Ray, Mat­ 
thews. 
As many as 18,000 
migrant 
workers have stopped here in 
a single year, but in the past 
few years, no Mexican Nationals 
are permitted to enter into work 
contracts, the number has been 
lowered some. More than 95 per 
cent of the crop workers are 
from the state of Texas. 
In the past few years the United 
Church Women of Sikeston have 
become interested in the proj­

Dry Split 


Peas Please 


Return to the “ good old days," 
in a manner of speaking, by 
.making use of economical, com­ 
panionable, 
dried split peas. 
Historians say that prior to 
the 1700’s all peas were dried 
before being eaten— fresh peas 
were believed poisonous. 
One beauty of dried peas Is 
their 
keep-abllity, 
as 
the 
ancients no doubt knew. They 
keep almost indefinitely if put 
In a tightly sealed container 
in a cool, dry place. 
Furthermore, dried peas have 
a natural ability to combine 
well with many different foods 
and seasonings. 
Well known 
in soups, they also make hearty 
additions to meat loaves, baked 
dishes, casseroles and similar 
dishes. 
Split peas do not need to soak
